Bank o f Odin, II!., Is Broken Into 


bv Burglars. 


T H I R T Y SHOTS FIRED 


(Mizens Attractid by the Explosion 


and the Desperadoes Engage In 
(tattle, but 
til* Latter 


.Manage-to Escape. 


St. Louts. Oct. 26.—Bank of Odin, 
111., says a .Republic special, was dy­ 
namited and looted by a gang of safe 
robbers at an early hour today. 
The report of the explosion attra ct­ 
ed a num ber of citizens to the scene 
and a running fight ensued, in which 
more than thirty shots w ere fired. 
Edward V. Parks, night telephone 
operator for the Bell Telephone com­ 
pany. was the first man on the scene 
after the explosion. 
W hen he heard 
the report he ran from the office toward 
the bank. 
He was halted on the way 
by a lookout for the robbers, who 
fired at him. 
Parks emptied his re­ 
volver at the robber and ran back to 
his office. 
By this tim e Robert Lock, 
night s rat ion agent of the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad; Arnold Jacobs, a 
telegraph operator, and half a dozen 
others arrived on the scene and opened 
fire on the robbers with the weapons 
the carried in the discharge of their 
duties. 
The robbers 
fled from the 
bank by the back door and ran west 
along the Baltim ore and Ohio trick s, 
firing as they ran, and escaped in the 
darkness. 
None of the citizens who 
were engaged in the battle were hurt. 
It Is not known w hether any of the 
robbers were wounded. 
According to 
those in the fight there were three 
or four robbers in the party. 
The 
bank of Odin is a private institution. 
It is not known how much cash was 
taken. 


In a collision at Woodside, L. I., 
between a train and a coach return­ 
ing from a funeral three persons were 
killed and three Injured. 


Two duels were fought at Havana 
and all but one participant wounded.
